8 PRIMARY LAWS 


INVALID IN ILL. 


Court JPight' to Abolish Direct 
Primary Is Again Being Wag- 


ed in That State. 


Chicago — Illinois again is in the 


throes of a court fight over its direct 
primary system, a center of conten- 
tion in the state for nearly a quarter 
of a century. 


In that time half a dozen laws es- 


tablishing primaries have been thrown 
out by the courts, and now two laws, 
passed by the last legislature and de- 
signed to meet all objections, have 
been held unconstitutional by lower 
tribunals and the issue rests with the 
state supreme court. 


Governor Small has said that if the 


laws are finally held invalid, he will 
call the Illinois legislature into special 
session" to enact a new primary law, 
in an effort to have it operative in 
time for the 3.92S nominations next 
April. If the effort fails, a reversion 
to the convention method of nomina- 
tion is held inevitable. 


The fight for direct primaries be- 


gq|n in 1905 when the compulsory 
delegate primary law was enacted A 
year after its -adoption, it was de- 
clared unconstitutional and a substi- 
tute law was passed. In 1907 the 
substitute was held unconstitutional. 


The 'first direct primary law was 


enacted in 1908. A jear later that 
law was tiirown .out, and in 1910 
two direct primary acts, the legisla- 
tive and the general, were adopted. 
They were revised- in 1913 and 1919, 
In 1920 the re\ised laws were knock- 
ed out and the state reverted to the 
1910 acts which had not been tested 


In. June of this year the supreme 


court declared the 1910 laws unconsti- 
tutional, and a few days later the 
legislature passed the present laws, 
now in question.

the place of the traditional reciim-ed 
subjects in each school.

Order" of Eagles; did mucli to influence the 
seventy-eight charter ''member's to institute 
a chapter here. They saw in these funda- 
mentals—tko-essential qualities that formed 
the foundation of this country, and they 
were satisfied that a fraternal order based 
upon the?e principles, would survive the 
tempest of the years ahead. 


Little difficulty was encountered in se- 


curing sufficient charter members to insti- 
tute the lodge. 
Those who conceived the 


idea of instituting the lodge said that those 
they approached to assist in the formation 
of the order-''expressed enthusiasm and de- 
clared'that' they would do everything within 
their power to have Gettysburg well rep- 
resented.

In 
1914 they purchased the present home of 
the lodge from Miss Ella Toot for $6,500. 
At that time they made extensive improve- 
ments and opened' what was at that time 
considered one of the best lodge rooms in 
this section of the state. 
For many years the lodge grew stead- 


ily. Its membership took an active part in 
fralemal.affairs and the community accepted 
the new order with open arms. One of the 
features of the Fraternal Order of Eagles is 
its sick benefit provision. This feature has 
made a lasting impression upon its member- 
ship as well as upon hundreds of others who 
have benefited directly since its enactment. 


The present membership of the lodge is 


352/ one of the largest in southeastern Penn- 
sylvania. 
Since its establishment, 274 new
